REMARKS 
File History 

In the final Office action of 2/01/2008, the following allowances, rejections, 
objections, requirements and other actions appear to have been made: 

> Claims 13-20, 22-33 were rejected under 35 USC § 1 02(b) as being fully 
anticipated by Lee (US 6,504,586, issued 1/7/2003 and based on an 
application filed 4/28/1999). 



Summary of Current Response 

Claims 13, 17-19, 25, 32-33 are amended. 

Claims 34-36 are newly submitted. 



Applicants' Overview of Outstanding Office Action 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for noting the lack of distinction in previous Claim 13 
between what constitutes upper and lower surfaces of the data-lines driving PCB. This issue is 
corrected by the above amendments and it is believed that the rejections based on the Lee '586 
reference are thereby overcome. 

Claim 13 

The specification refers to the surface 210 of the data-lines driving PCB where 
protrusions 270 protrude from as the bottom surface. Accordingly, the claims are amended so 
as to maintain consistency with the terminology used in the specification. 

In Lee '586 (the applied art), the EMI exhaust terminal 73 (Fig. 4) does not protrude 
from the surface of PCB 21 that is closest to the chassis bottom 50. Instead it is secured to the 
surface facing away from the chassis bottom 50 by a screw 1 as seen in Fig. 4. See also col. 4, 
lines 48-58. 
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By contrast, amended Claim 13 recites "the PCB being disposed below the bottom 
chassis such that its bottom surface is closer to the bottom chassis than is the top surface of 
the PCB" and "one or more grounding protrusions formed to protrude from the bottom surface 
of said PCB". 

With regard to remaining ones of the claims, similar clarifications are made to indicate 
that the protrusions are on the bottom surface of the PCB and the bottom surface is adjacent to
